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MIXED TRAINS ON 
G.1.P. NEXT MONTH 


Reason For Delay in Inauguration 
. Of Service Due to Iacompletion 
of Fences. 


The G.T.P, line from Winnipeg to 
nonton is in splendid running 
order, to wit the record trip of 


twenty-three hours made by the Cy. 
Warman’s press party on Thursday 
last and the run of twenty-five hours, 
with several stops, made by General 
Manager Chamberlin, of the G.T.P., 
who Arrived in the city at fine o'clock 
last eveni in his private 
“Transcontinental.” t is 
that the road bed is in almost 
fect condition and that any speed 
within the limits of a railway engine 
may be safely attained at almost any 
point along the 800 miles of the new 
transcontinental line. 

What, then, is the cause of delay 
in inaugurating a through passenger 
service? 

Two Causes Given. 

Mr. Chamberlin was asked this 
question this morning by a Bulletin 
representative. He said there are 
two barriers, the Railway Oommis- 
sion and the fences. Although the 
track was entirely satisfactory to the 
Railway Commission, permission to 
run a through train to Edmonton 
from Winnipeg would not be given 
until the deoniag was completed. 
The fences had been stretched along 
the line practically as far as Wain- 
wright and to this point permission 
was accordingly given to operate a 
through service. Mr. Chamberlin 
said that the fencing contractors had 
been rushing every available man in- 
to service, but found it impossibie to 
complete the etretoh from Wainwright 


to nton, 
Mixed Train Service. 

“When will the through sérvice be 
opened?’ Mr. Chamberlin was asked. 

“It will be impossible to have a 
through setvice before next spring,” 
was the reply. By that time the 
fencing will be completed and the 
order of teh Railway Commission w'il 
be withdrawn.” 

“How about a mixed train service. “ 

“We expect that by the 15th of Noy- 
ember permission will be given to 
run a trieweekly mixed train for the 
benefit of the settlers along the jine 
who are badly in need of passenger 
posh re bv ner This service, when 
established, will be kept running all 
winter until through service in the 
spring can be given.” 

Good Relations With .C.N.R. 

Asked as to the G.T.P. entrance in- 
to the city7Mr. Chamberlin éaid that 
the mosi amicable relations existed 
between the G.T.P. and the C.N.R. 
and that there weuld be no friction 
regarding the handling of the pas- 
senger and industrial service ‘n the 
C.N.R. yards. He said that the moat 
northerly of the two G.T.P. lines into 
the city would be used for industrial 
service and the south line would be 
for the passenger trains, Regarding 
the erossing on First street, he said 
that for the present both companies 
would be able to cioss oi the C.N.R. 
tracks across First street, but that 
the G.T,P. had permission to place 
two tracks across First street when- 
ever they chose. 

Present Station Will Serve. 

“The present O.N.R. depot will 
likely serve the needs of both rail- 
way lines for five years as far as the 

ssenger service is concerned,” gaid 

r. Chamberlin, and probably by 
that time a large union depot may be 
built, when we have fewer demands 
for the expenditure of money, A 
union statior, however, would pro- 
bably have to be built elsewaere than 
on the present site of the C.N.R., on 
account of the proximinity to First 
street, but the question of a subway 
may be taken up by that time and 
remove the difficulty. 

As to Sranch Lines. 

Mr. Chamberlin said that very 
shortly an important announcement 
would be made regarding the branch 
lines of the G.T.P. to be constructed 
next year. Those for this year have 
been advanced as wel! as was expect- 
ed. The Tofield to Calgary line was 
graded as far as the #attle River but 
rails would not likely be laid down 
until] next spring. 

As to the closing of the street to 
the north so as to give the G.T.P. a 
continuous mile of railway yards, 
Mr. Chamberlin said that the city 
had not closed the street as yet and 
that he did not know what the city 
intended to do about it. He said it 
was important that the street be 
closed @s soon as possible. 

Mr. Chamberlin took a look over 
the G.T.P. shops this morning ‘n 
company with W. E. Mann, the en- 
gineer, and will go this afternoon to 
the stee] head at the Pem>ina River 
to see what progress has been made 
on the bridge and along the line 
westward from Edmonton.

$80,000 TO COMPLETE 
CALGARY’S CITY HALL 


Petition Being Circulated for Resub- 
mission of By-law to Provide for 
Compiciion of Civic Pile—Chas. 
McLeod Takes Two Years in Ed- 
monton Penitentiary. Instead of 
Six Months in Calgary. 


Calgary, Alta., Oct. 29.—A petition 
will shortly be circulated amongét 
the business men and other ,ratepsy- 
ers of the city fequesting the council 
and the commissioners to again sub- 
mit a by-law to borrow sufficient 
funds for, the completion of the City 
Hall. If sufficient sign the petition 
the by-law will be submitted to the 
ratepayers on the date of the annual 
municipal elections. One hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars has been 
spent on the building and it will re- 
quire about eighty thousand dollars 
to complete the building and furn- 
ish it.

“Two years in the Edmonton peni- 
tentiary rather than six months in 
the Calgary barracks” was the request 
of Charles McLeod, this morning af- 
ter having been given the latter sen- 
tence by Justice Stuart. McLeod's 
Offence was the assaulting of Pro- 
vost, R. R. Tucker and Assistant Pro- 
vost, R. B. MacLarey at the police 
barracks a few days ago. 

McLeod was brought to the court 
house with both hands and feet heavi- 
ly shackled.

Sentence was 
passed and McLeod then made the 
sensational request note above. It was 
granted, the Mounted Police evidenc- 
ing no reluctance at getting rid of 
the man.

Mr. Rosa was last in Edmonton when 
he instituted the carrier service, He 
had been greatly impressed with the 
development since that time and he 
at once saw that the growth demand- 
ed extensions to the system, 

“You have the makings of a great 
city here,” he said this morning to 
the Bulletin. “The progress since 
my last visit has been very marked 
and demands an improved system of 
postal delivery, In fact, I was es- 
pecially commissioned by the Post- 
master-General,:Mr. Lemieux, to look 
into this matter. ; 

The Inspector was much pleased 
with the local office, which he found 
in excellent condition under the man- 
agement of Postmaster May. 

Occupying New Post Office. 

“When will the new post office be 
occupied?” Mr. Ross was asked. 

“That I cannot say definitely, but 
I hope it will be before the end of the 
year, All that is making delay now 
is the completion of the fittings. 

“When the new office is*completed 
it will be of the most modern type, 
and there will be none better either 
in Canada or in the United States. 
It will certainly be a credit to the 
City of Edmonton.” 

Old Member of Service. 

Mr. Ross is one of the oldest em- 
ployees of the Post Office department 
From the printing business in Hamil- 
ton he entered the post office service 
under Alexander McKenzie in 1875. 
From the position of stamper and 
sorter he has gradually worked up to 
his present position, At the last 
distribution of honers by the King 
he was granted the Imperial Service 
Order. 

Mr. Ross is now returning from the 
Coast. He leaves for Saskatoon to 
night and is eideavoring to get bae 
to Ottawa by the 17th of November, 
when he will celebrate the 35th anni- 
versary of his marriage.

ly after the stock has been on the 
road for forty-eight hours, the cattle 
ave unloaded only to be packed in 
the chutes, where they stay some- 
times for another ten hours without 
food or water. This is an idea of 
the every day condition the catile 
men have to contend with.

Pittsburg, Pnna., Oct, 209-—John 
Domoroski of St. Paul, Minn., who 
has confessed to being one of the 
three men who held up eashier John 
A. Templeton, of the Rainy River 
branch of the Bank of Nova Scotia, 
on July 2 last, passed through here 
tonight in custody of Inspector Wil- 
liam Greer, of the Ontario provincial 
police, who is taking the holp-up 
man back to Fort Frances, and for 
the first time told how his compaions 
had robbed him of his ill gotten 
gains. 

According to Dombroski, after the 
robbery the men separated and later 
met in a hovel just outside of Rainy 
River. There they were to have di- 
vided the $9,050 of the stolen money 
but instead Dombroski declares his 
companions at the point of a gun 
forced him to give them his share. 
They then fled. 

Later Dombroski heard that 
partners had come to the soft coal 
region of Pennsylvania and it was 
for the purpose of killing them that 
he came to this country where he was 
captured about six weeks ago while 
stealing a ride on a passenger train 
When arrested by Railway Detectives 
Grady and Richards, Dombroski not 
only carried a gun but had nitrogly- 
cerine and dynamite caps in his pos- 
session. He gave the detectives a ter- 
rific battle and tonight in the jail 
he endeavored to make a file from the 
spring Gf an alarm elock. Dombro- 
ski declares that he has information 
that his hold-up companions are ‘n 
Brazil, South America.

GOVERNMENT WILL NOT 
GRANT SUBSIDY ASKED 


Request for Annusi Suusidy of 4 per 
cert for 60 Years on $6,000,000 
investment in Drydocks Cannot 
be Exceeded to, Government Con- 
sidering it Too Much—importance 
of Industry Recognized. 


Ottawa, Ont., Oct. 23.—It is unde: 
stood that the goverument after con- 
sidering the priposals of the company 
of British and Canadian capitalists 
as presented on Tuesday last, respect- 
ing Federal aid for drydocks and 
shipouilding yards at Lewis and St 
John, has come to the conclusion that 
the request for an annual subsidy of 
four per cent for fifty years on a total 
contemplited expenditure of about 
six millions, is too large an order 
to fill at present. 

While fully recognizing the import- 
ance of the undertaking the govern- 
ment believes that so large a subsidy, 
paying as it would be the interest on 
the whole capital investment, is not 
justified and that « smaller measure 
of Federal aid should be sufficient jo 
enatle the premetors of the enter- 
prise to go ahead with the plans as 
outlined. 

Other Company May Take It Up. 

Failing the decision of the company 
to agree to build dry docks and ship- 

] building plants, unless the full meas- 
ure of their request is complied with, 
it ig hoped that some other company 
will undertake the establishment «f 
a great shipbuilding industry. 

This is the scheme which is be 
lieved to have been sybmitted to the 
Laurier government by representa- 
tives of Harland & Wolff, the big Be!- 
fast shipbuilders, Sir Rooert Perks, 
one of the Empires greatest contract- 
ors and the Canadian Pacifie rail- 
way company. 

Three Per Cent. for Twenty Years.

Officials admit that the situation 


is grave and that the crisis may come 
at any moment. It is evident from 
the attitude of a considerable section 
of the Corean population that the 
assasination of Prince Jto was not 
uupleasing. Those comprising this 
section represent the element whien 
is now deprived of opportunities form- 
erly herve and they are agitating for 
further violence, 
Disturbed by Reports. 

Viscount Sone is much disturbed by 
reports coming in regarding the at- 
titude of some of the officials and 
others who were formerly closely con- 
viected with the court of emperor. It 
is now believed that the entire pot 
was hatched in Seoul and the ciosest 
investigation is proceeding to ferret 
out every instigator of Prince [to's 
murder.
